ANS T thou bind the ſweet Influences of the P/e:ades 
or looſe the Bands of Orion? ſays GOD to Fob, 
chap. 38, ver. 31. Yet in this inquiſitive, critical and 
cenſorious age, I obſerve ſeveral men ſo wedded to an 
adoration of the earth, that they willfully abandon and 
deſpiſe the uſe of the Stars and Planets ; depriving 'em of 
all influence and energy, both in the Macrocoſm and Mi- 
crocoſm, even againſt the teſtimony of ſcripture, and ap- 
parent diurnal proof thereof. To rob churches is juſtly 
deemed facrilege ; what is then to rob the Stars (who are 


-next to Angels in power) of their energy and glories ? 


ſure this cannot be a leſſer crime. The royal P/almi/t 
ſaith, The Heaweus declare the glory of God, and the Fir- 
mament ſheweth his handy Works. Day unto day uttereth 
ſpeech, and night unto night ſheweth knowledge. There 
is no ſpeech nor language where their voice is not heard. 
If thele Star felons be permitted to go on without Detec- 
tion ; they will by degrees come not only to think cheap- 
ly of Heaven, but alſo think it not criminal to rob GOD. 
For if the glorious hoſt of heaven (that fought in their 
courſes againſt Sera.) be deſpoiled of their military 
energy, the next work of the enemy to cœleſtial order, is 
to bid defiiance to the divine Being. 

The moſt learned in all ages did contemplate on the 
beauty of the heavens, and made moſt curious obſervations 
on the energy of cœleſtil bodies; and can any man in 
reaſon think or ſuppoſe, the Stars thoſe curious lamps ot

Likewiſe if we contemplate upon the 
planetary motions and their effects, that makes Summer 
and Winter, and produce animals, vegitables, and what not 
upon the earth and in the ſea, as natural cauſes ; do they 
not plainly demonſtrate the eternal wiſdom, power, glory 
and goodneſs of God, who has diſpoſed them fo agreeable 
to the divers influences he hath appointed them to diſpence 
to this inferior world, and perhaps to each other, the bet- 
ter to raiſe our contemplation heaven-ward, and invite us 
to the ſtudy of them; and by them to approach the deity 
itlelf.

The learned Cabaliſis do affirm no mean truth, when 
they teach us that there is Crater ſup:rior, which empties 
itſelf in Craterum inferiorem; even all the elementary 
world, which receives what is emptied from heaven into 
it; that, amnes res inferiores repreſontative ſunt ſuperiorum ; 
that as every herb hath its viſible ſignature, which diſcovers

0 that Jacob told his ſons, the 12 Patriarchs, that he 
had read in the Tables of heaven, what'ocver ſhould be- 
fal them and their children, This knowledge in the 
language of the heavens or ſtars, is properly the ſcience 
of ASTROLOGY ; which for its antiquity, worth and 
purity, obſerve the words of the learned Ceran, in the 
preface to his Trilogium Ajiro-Theolggizate, viz, Propte- 
rea non ell hoc negandum de afirologia Adam, c. ſequenti- 
bus revelatam theologia non abnegat. Wherefore it is 
not to be deny'd of aſtrology, but to be a noble ard ad- 
mirable ſcience, revealed firſt to Adam and his poſterity, 
Divinity refuſeth or denieth not: (Likewiſe Cardan) A 
trologia altiſ/ima ſcientiarum efl, tum quia de caleſiibus, 
tum guia de futu'ts, quorum ſcientia non ſolum divina Cl, 
fed etiam utilifjima. Seg. 1, Aph. 20. (i. e.) Aſtrology 
is the molt tranſcendant of all ſciences, both becauſe it 
treateth of things cc!eſtial, and alio of future; the 
knowledge whereof is not only divine, but moſt profitable 
and uſetul. Alfo, according to the opinion and excellent 
judgment of P. de Ariaco, in his concordance of allrology 
with divinity, proveth the flood, ſects, ſchiſms, and o- 
ther moſt notable accidents, to be ſignified by the heaven 
long before. The learned Gafere/, the French critic, 
hath molt elegantly proved (in his Unheard-of Curioſities) 
the patriarchs and ancient fathers were aſtrologers and ob- 
ſervers of cœleſlial energy; and that in preceeding ages, 
the moſt eminent divines, philoſophers, poets, emperors, 
kings, and noble ſpirited perſons, were great embracers 
of this laudable and noble ſcience ; witneſs Virgil, who 
was Princeps Poetarum. — Obſerve the ftarry figns, 

here Saturn's houſes and where Hermes“ joins ; 

But firſt to heaven thy due devotions pay, 

And annual gifts on Ceres) altars lay. And after 
The Sun reveals the ſecrets of the ſky, 
And aubo dares give the fource of tight the lie? 

The change of empires often he declares, 
Fierce tumults, hidden treaſures, open Ivars 3 

He firſt the fate of Cæſat did foretel. 
And pit;'d Rome, when Rome in (x far ed. 

In iron chutls conceal d the publick gg ht, 
Au impious mortals, fear'd eternal % t, 
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Thoſe that oppugn the innocence of aſtrology, make 
vſe chiefly of theſe two objections, vix. firſt, That it is 
vain & of no truth; ſecondly, that it is condemned by the 
maxims of our religion, which requires only obedience 
and humility. Now if this laſt argument had not al- 
ready been anſwer'd by many authors, it would require me 


to anſwer and examine it in this place; but cardinal 4 


Aliaco, Lucius Bellantius, Malanct hon, the learned Mo i- 
nut, Sir Chriſtopher Heydon, Mr. Buller, Mr. Atwel, and 
others, have fo judiciouſly done it, that the moſt critical 
muſt acknowledge their reaſons to be moſt juſt and ſound. 
And to the firſt objection I ſhall endeavour to evince the 
contrary ; by precepts and examples of undoubted credit 
and authority. When I ſeriouſly confider the ſublimity 
of this learning, it prevents my wonder at the contradic- 
tious cavals of the ignorant and raſh antagoniſt, whole 
dimmer eyes are unable to penetrate the ſtarry ſpheres, 
and thence diſcern the decrees of heaven at fo great a 
diſtance. And I may well account it beyond the current 
of common hope, to reclaim thoſe whoſe hearts and con- 
{ſciences are ſo zealouſly adamantine, and their brains like 
bulwarks, treble moted with prejudice and miſpriſion; by 
the beſt of arguments and examples the wit of man is able 
to produce. Vet it is as conſpicuous to me, as the Sun in 
his meridian luſtre ; that as all perſons are not born to one 


and the ſelf-ſame fate, ſo they are not heirs to one and the 
{elf-ſame faith and belief. 


Deniq; non omnes eadem mirantur amang; ſaith Horace. 
All men are not of one faith or defire, 
Nor ds all, all things love, which ſome admire. 


The lord Bacon in his advancement of learning, very 
juſtly imputes this difference to a ſuperior cauſe (who 
ſaith) in thetraditions of aſtrology the natures and diſpo- 
tions of men are not without truth, diſtinguiſh'd from 
the predominances of the planets: as, that ſome are by 
nature made and proportioned for contemplation ; others 
for matters civil, othess for wars, others for advancement, 
others ſor arts, others for a changeable courſe of Life, &c. 
Theſe things being premiſed, I come now to ſhew ſome 
remarkable verities in the genethliacal part of this art, and 
tuch as have gained credit with men of the beſt learning 


and judgment.

And whoever makes the ſame prediction on only that di- 
rection, or the ſame in other nativities, is very likely to be 
deceiv'd ; for I can ſhew in ſeveral nativies (both ancient 
and modern) where the aſcend ad d of Mars (only) did not 
kill, and yet the aſcend Apbeta, as in this example. For 
there are ſeveral things to be conſidered, before any one 
judge death poſitive, on ſuch a direction as they did in Pi- 
cuss caſe; and I think, I am able to ſhew w ſuch a 
direction will, and when it will not kill. A ſpecimen in 
this kind, I will here give you, as an example in this na 
tivity, See the following tablet.

If you obſerve this ſhort table above, you'll find there 
was a train of directions to compleat the work, & no good 
one that intervenes or helps to fave life, or remit or break 
the train, and I am bold to aſſert where-ever you find the 
aſcend or any of the hilegiacal points that is really Apheta 
(in other nativities) truly directed to the body of Mars, 
with a train of directions attending, as in this example, it K 


ſhall always prove fatal, be the nativity never ſo vital or 
ſtrong. It was not the aſcend ad & of Mar; only, the 
aſcend ad U of Saturn in mundo came up firſt, but Mars 
was Poiothanatos in this caſe, Yet the mundane [7 of 
Mercury, and rays of the Moon did greatly aſſiſt, and in 


particular did ſpeciſicate the diſorder. I have no account 
of what diſeaſe he died of, but judge by the directions, it Ys 
was a hectick delirious ſever, attended with nephritic WV 
diſorders, EXAMPLE II. 

This next example I ſhall exhibit (to ſhew the power 
of the ſtars, and verity of aſtrology) ſhall be in the na- 
tivity of Johannes Baptiſia Cardanus, the fon of the / 


great Cardan, which nativity was printed by his father 
Hierommus Cardanu, and examined by him, Naibd and 
Maginus, three of the greateſt maſters of aſtrology in the 
uo laſt centuries, who could give no ſufficicnt 8 
realon 
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reaſons ſor his violent death, And therefore was brought 
by Sextus ab Heminga and Alexander de Angelis to abuſe 
the aſtrologers with, and as an argument to ſhew the va- 
nity of the art. But in this example, you may ſee that 
ignorance was the cauſe of calumniation. 

In ſhort the Story is thus, this Baptiſia Cardanus was 
brought up to learning, and employed himſelf in the 
fludy and practice of phyſick, but being involved in 
misfortunes and perturbations of mind, he committcd an 
unlawful action, and for it was brought to the bar of juſ- 
tice, and condemn'd for his crime (which was poiſoning 
his wife) for which he was beheaded, the way of execu- 
tion (of thoſe that was guilty of blood) in thoſe parts, 
And this at the age of almoſt 26 years, anno 1560. Sce 
the figure.

In the firſt example, the aſcend was Apheta, but in

Thus you may ſee there isa ſtrong train of directions to 
the true Hileg, that compleated that fatal and dreadful 
ſentence, and which are ſufficient to kill in any Nativity. 
»Tis true Vs rays fall in the train, but unable to ſave by 
being evil effected, and therefore in part ſpecificates the 
quality of death.

50 min. ſouth, but has now the leaſt me- 
ridian altitude which at Lan on is 14 deg 59 min. at 
noon. There is in this quarter an F of Sun and M, and 
a d of h and &, and an & of h and Y. I'beſe 
are remarkable configurations, and in the ſtarey dialect, 
can afford no melod ions muſick to the macrolm, Cardan 
lays, Si magna ſiut cauſa, if there happen great caules, 
great effects (hall befal men proceeding trom ſuch cauſes, 
and if thoſe cauſes continue long, and be often repeated, 
it prenotes the effects to be more ſiarce and terrible, and 
it has been ever obſerved, that great or formidable caules, 
were ever accompanied with ſuitable and proportionable 
events to jucceed them. We now labour under the effects 
of the oppoſition of 6 and M from II and 7, and the 
lame aſpect is repeated again this quarter from S ard W. 
This ſeems to menace a great cataſtrophe to ſome part 
of the Cillian world, 1 may ſay in the words of Ponta- 
nus, Mag num opus, & jam ſigua det fulcentia ferrent 
Sc. God is now doing a preat work, his glittering ſizus 
affli ght us, we hear lic nui;s of Weapons and ſound of

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trumpets, God himſelf inclines to puniſh with a ſharp 
bridle, God ſhakes darts over us, and thunders with his 
angry voice; pale fear and trembling drive away men 
equally yoaked in the ſame condition of miſery : Hard- 
hearted threatning, ſanguine dread gives warning befor: 
the laſh. I ſay, we may now ſee their effects, and if they 
may not properly be call'd cauſes of future events, ve 
may certainly look upon them as figns ſent from the ſu- 
preme being, to forewarn the world of his wrath, at 
their fins and abominations. And this we may certain!) 
conclude that there are no notable tranſactions, either 
good or bad, of publick concernment in the world, which 
have not ſome maniteſtation from the celeſtial bodies. 
From the poſition of the planets at the ingreſſional figure, 
me may expect cold winds, nipping frofts, and plentiful 
falls of ſnow and rain ; in ſeveral places, many diſeaſes in 
human kind not eaſily cured, a calamity and loſs in great 
cattle and ſmall, diſtemper'd minds and affe&ions are no 
forwarding their pernicious deſigns - From plots and con- 
ſpiracies, /ibera nos, domine. I heſe male aſpects do often 
fill the air with heterogene and obnoxious atoms, cauſing 
thereby much unſeaſonable and uncertain ſtate of air, 
w.th great ſickneſs and mortality. :

IV. Of the Vernal, or Spring Quarter. 
HE Spring is the moſt beautiful and pleaſant time 
of all the year, and it is the opinion of moſt au- 
thors, that the great and ſtupendious work of G O D (the 
creation of the world) was perfected in the ſpring ; and 
Virgil ſeems to be of this opinion, by the elegant an! 
Jofty ſtrain in the ſecond book of his Georgicks, viz. 
In this {fr fea fon let me dare to fing, 
The avo dd nas batch'd by heaven's impe ial hing 
In prime of all the ye :r, and holidays of ſpring. 5 
Then did the new creation firfl 6 ppea”, 
Nor other wvas the tenaur f the year ; 
When miling heaven did the great birth attend, 
And ealern winds, thir wintry b'eath jnltond ; 
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Then ſheep firſt ſaav the ſun in open Fields, 

And ſavage beafts were ſet to flock the wilds ; 

And golden lars flew up to light the dies, 

And man's relentleſs race from flony quarries riſe ; 

Nor could the tender new creation bear, 

The exceſſive heats and col ineſs f the ear: 

But chill'd by winter, or by ſummer fir d, 

The middle temper of the ſpring requir'd, 

When warmth and moiſture did at once abound, 

And heacven's indulgence bronded on the ground. 

This quarter begins when the Sun apparently touches 
the firlt point of the equinoxial ſign Aries, which hap- 
pens this year upon the 20th day of March, at 31 min. 
28 ſec. paſt 10 in the morning, when 6 deg. of Piſces 
culminates, and 10 deg. of Cancer aſcends; and by ta- 
king a ſurvey of the figure, I find Saturn and Jupiter in 
oppoſition from tropical ſigns and horizontal angles, and 
both in ſquare to the luminaries, 7 upiter being Lord of 
the 1th, and Saturn of the 7th, 8th, and gth houſes, 
the Moor: in 15 deg. of Libra in the 5th defluxing, from 
a ſquare of Saturn and 7upiter, and haſtens to a ſquare 
of Mars. Theſe are aſpects and poſitions of a very in- 
imical nature, and have important ſignifications, for if 
quadrate and oppoſite aſpects have ſignification of diſcord, 
contention, diviſion, breaches cf friendſhip, and the 
like, as it is generally accounted they have, then it may 
de fear'd we may hear of much diſcordant actions and 
proceedings, and 'tis my opinion this may prove a year 
ofadmiration, the oppoſition of Saturrand Jupiter from 
cardinal figns and angles will moſt powerfully eaforce 
their eſtes, and do undoubtedly ſignify tome mighty 
changes and great alterations to happen in the world. Sa- 
turn and Jupiler are the two celcitial movers, and there- 
tore are of more eminent ſignification than any other of 
the planetary bodies, and being cardinal figns they are en- 
dued with the greater ability to act and perform, the 
greateſt and moſt ſtupendious changes and alterations in 
lae public laws and cuſtoms, religious rites and ceremo- 
nes, The world is now poſſ:fled with many doubts and 
fears of ſome approaching cataſtrophe, in which Holland. 
Cealand, and Pr a ſerm ta be more than ordinarily 
(oncerned; Venice, Tunis, Gena, Milan, c. involved 
mo confuſion bv treacherous 2nd pernicious Councils. 
Caen 


Sidon, Portugal, Pannonia, Auſtria and Savoy, moleſted 
with inteſtine diviſions, great murmurings and diſcontent 
of the common pcople at the actions of their ſuperiors : 
But the kingdoms of Ariana, Macedonia, Ithyria, 1hra- 
cia, Bulgaria, Greece, Maſſovia, Thuringia, Naſſia, &c. 
will in the greateſt degree be made ſenſible of the male- 
volence of the planetary energy, in this and ſome ſuc- 
ceeding years; and ſo I fear will ſeveral other nations 
and cities in Europe. "Theſe are cautionary admonitions 
to beware of impending dangers both from public and 
private enemies, as well as from particular calamities and 
misfortunes by ſtorms, tempeſts, earthquakes, and inun- 
dations ; epidemical ſickneſs and great mortality. I hope 
and with all may continue well at home, and that our ho- 
nourable city of London may triumph in peace, health 
and a flourithing Trade.
